REMARKS 


Claims 80-1 5 1 are pending and under consideration. Claims 87-1 51 stand withdrawn as 
being drawn to non-elected inventions. With this Amendment, withdrawn Claims 87-151 are 
being cancelled, without prejudice, to expedite allowance of Claims 80-86. 

Claims 80-83 and 86 stand rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-9 and 25 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,945,526. This rejection is moot in light of the Terminal Disclaimer enclosed herewith. 


Claims 8-86 satisfy all of the criteria for patentability and are believed to be in condition 
for allowance. An early indication of the same is kindly requested.
